Richard Reed tne original Russian resigned because he was "concerned with hurting 
feelings and making people unhappy with themselves," It's true, and I've said it all along i 
DIP is not for everyone; it takes a certain type. Rich just wasn't the "type". Andy Halls 
Certainly was! He did a super job with Turkey building it up to 9 SC in 190 Z KO then 
dropped from the game and the Turkish Empire was never the same. I thought Jerry played a 
particularly shrewd and clever game with one of the toughest to play nations — Austria.

, The game started out on an ominous note as I received correspondence from everyone except 
Italy, therefoe, I suspected an attack on Trieste. England warned me of a Russian move to 
Qalicia. To frustrate "both attacks p I stayed in Trieste and "blocked Russia. Luckily, I 
was a"ble to get Turkey to agree to attack Italy* All worked out as expected and the game was 
started. This game was given additional dimension from fake letters, I received a fake 
letter from Russia, I originally thought that Germany was doing the fakes, then I thought 
that England was doing them. England accused me of spreading rumors to upset xhis negotia- 
tions, so I publicly confessed to the authorship of the fake letters even thought I still 
didn't know who was -doing them. ' • ' - ; 

Initially, I was very" concerned about the Russian. " -His' letters and diplqmacy were 
confusing'. His early letters took a high-handed tone about telling me what to - dov I /blocked 
his first attempts at capturing Rumania "by finally doing some faking myself. : "I prepared a ■ 
fake letter from Russia to me, and "then sent him a copy of it after making the blocking move. 
Meanwhile, Turkey was hell' bent' for -leather after Italy. England warned me of Turkish intention 
for a J Mediterranean campaign early in the game. The Italian failed to submit build moves in 
Winter '-01 and' was at a decided disadvantage with both Turkey and me headed "for him. 

Sttoh England was talking -about attacking Germany who I had an early non-aggression pact 
with. I wrote two post cards to- warn Germany. - I guessed there -was a Russian-English alliance 
forming'. One post card went to Germany to warn him of "English ' -intentions- The other post 
card went to England via a friend in Florida where, the Italian player also lived. -This card 
told the Englishman that tbe< Russian is leaking, information about his attack. In his next 
letter to me, England expressed annoyance at Russia leaking his plans. • 

As a result, on the next move,' Germany and England moved into .position to eject Russia 
from both Norway and Sweden. 

Things went. easier from then on. The Italian player NRR'd in W f 02 and Dick Martin failed 
to submit moves as a standby in Spring s 03 ((he did but they arrived too late4-flB)) and was 
gone by the end of 19.03* At this time Turkey was going strong and the Russian player resigned 
his position.

The game was "a very enjoyable' one. Ron Brown's gamesmastering was excellent even though 
he thinks a; couple of promptly corrected minor mistakes were heinous. Tl?ey were minor. The 
worst thing that happened in this game was the exit of Steve Hartman. Steve brought a great 
deal of fun and imagination tits to the game and his exit took a lot away from the game. • 

Tim Winger's France is worthy of mention. Under bombardment continually from both, England 
and Germany, Tim survived to the end. This is probably the most remarkable achievement in 
the game. I view my draw as the result of some fortuitous NMRs by neighbors, but Tlm*s, success 

was all his own. ' 

>. Jeff Albrecht and I sere successful because of a shared philosophy about central powers. 
If Austria and Germany fight, we believe they will be' short lived. I believe it was -Clauswwitz 
who said that whoever controls the heartland of Europe controls the world.

He always had one or two" plots going supplemented with one or two sub-plots and other trickery. 
The beginning of this game saw several forged letters to two or three players; does anyone 
want to confess, now, to who was behind the forged letters? I really suspect that Hartman 
was behind the forged letters, but I have never been 100^ sure. (I did receive one forged 
letter from further. east later in the game,) 

From the gs beginning, though, the Germans allied themselves with Austria. It was a 
strong alliance which proved to shift the balance of power to AUS and GER. At one time, 
the alliance wavered for a season or two; but the alliance was restored as Jerry Lucas got 
tired of listening to me beg — I thought Tim Winger's cavalry had finally arrived for him. 
Jerry Lucas has my thanks for being the strong ally, a good sounding board, and an excellent 
correspondents I have not worked with or g against a better DIPLOMACY player. 

Tim Winger opted for war with Germany as his France built two armies in 1901. Germany's 
growth hacx&s happened slowly due to the war with France and happened mainly in the north. 
Tim Winger proved to be a very worthy opponent as his defenses were never down. You play 
an excellent game, Tim. 

All in all, the game was very enjoyalbe; but my perspective may to tainted.
